i Mr. Dulles reported to the DC I respecting the phone call of Deputy 

Secretary of Defense Foster to the effect that he had discussed the move of AH 
with Gen. Bradley who stated that the question would be reconsidered and thr.t 
the DCI would be brought into the discussion. In this connection, Mr. Becker 
gave to the DCI a memorandum on this general subject for the National Security 
Council.
